The Montreal iS<«r says: The following 
resolution passed by Ij. A. 3107 K, of L. 

of V^ietoria, I?. C, and endorsed l>y the 
labor org;uiiz;it ions of New Westminster, 
Naiiaiiuo and Vancouver city, has been 
handed in hy the secrotiuy of District As- 
sembly 114 of this city for publication: 
Jlosolved: . That the Knights of Labor 
and the workingmen of the province of 
British Columbia, deem it their duty to 
inform the workingmen in the eastern 
provinces of the Dominion us to the state 
of the labor market in this province. Mon- 
opolists, capitalists and a subsei-vient press, 
backed by the authorities, who hero, more 
])erlia])s than elsewhere, seem ever willing 
to aid ca|)itjil against labor, have 
comhined to advertise this province 
as a labor field far beyond its 
cajiacitj'. It is well that it should bo 
known, that the greater part of the work • 
on the Canadian Pacific railway, and also 
tho Esquimalt & Nanaimo railway has 
lieon done by Chinese coolies, that those 
works are now eoiniileted, and that no 
other public works of any magnitudo are 
being can led on, or are likely to be under- 
t.-ikon for some time to come. The manu- 
facturing industries of British Columbia 
are very limited; it is -of the utmost inir 
portance to the workingmen of the east to 
i)e advised of the fact that a large portion 
of the laboring men in this province at 
present are nnabln to find employment, 
iind hut very few can find steady work. We 
therefore deem it ourduty to warn all work- 
ingmen, be they mechanics or hkborers,not 
to come to this province, unless they have 
aufficiont moans to employ their own 
labor; and even tlien unless they happen 
to be experienced lisliernicn, agricultur- 
ists or miners, their success is likely to 
1(0 very doubtful. We by no meiins wish 
to undervalue the resources of British 
Coliiinbia, there are plenty of mid lands, 
valuable fisheries, and rich undeveloped 
mines, which oiler much promise to men 
of some means and exiiericnce; to all 
others wo .say keep away, at all events for 
.Some time, otherwise not only will you 
undergo sull'eruig yourselves, but you will 
make oven harder than it is, the lot of 
those who have come before .3/ ou.
